- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
ate~nt ofVcopy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of t^e interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The parties discussed the socpe of proposed claim 1 a copy of 
which is attached. Mr. Shore noted that the invention is utilized to make a carton which has already been patented by 
Applicant - US 6,467,682. Basically it was argued that the invention uses one pass to produce a carton whereas the 
prior art uses plural passes, i.e. different stations, to make the same. The examiner countered that in contrast the prior 
art's teachings are not so limited to tandem passes, and in fact shows that a carton can be made through a single pass 
of a rotary system per se. Due to the fact that the product, a carton blank, is patented by the Applicant, the examiner 
suggested In re Ochiai as a possible basis for claim construction that may result in favorable consideration. 
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
